One  responsibility  of  the  library  is  to  provide 
reading  material  for  the  visually  impaired  and 
physically  handicapped.  The  Montana  State 
Library  is  also  a  regional  library  for  the  Library  of 
Congress  and  provides  staff  and  quarters  for  this 
purpose. 

Library  services  for  the  print-handicapped  in- 
dividual include  large-print  or  braille  books,  books 
recorded  on  record  or  tope,  and  any  equipment 
necessary  to  use  the  records  and  tapes. 

The  library  also  ouuns  a  Kurzuueil  reading  machine 
uuhich  it  lends  to  local  public  libraries  and  other 
facilities. 

Rny  person  uuho,  because  of  a  physical  or  visual 
handicap  is  not  able  to  read  conventional  printed 
material  or  to  hold  a  book  or  turn  a  page,  is  eligi- 
ble. The  disability  may  be  temporary  or  perma- 
nent. 

To  receive  service  it  is  necessary  to  fill  in  on  ap- 
plication form,  hove  it  signed  by  a  doctor,  nurse, 
counselor  or  someone  uuho  can  certify  a  han- 
dicapping condition,  then  return  it  to  the  library.
